ever gathered in IIa:rixb»rg the uuigni- 
fic™t new cupitol of Pemssylvania WHS 
dedicjted to-lay with brief ceremonies in 
which PrcMileiit liooscvclt took «n ac- 
tive part. 
Before tlio exercises wore 


started rain begun falling and continued 
thioughout the ceremonies. Thousands 
stood in the drenching downpour facing 
the p.csklc .t's stnr.u which was filled, 
notwithstanding the rain; Former Gov. 
Stone, president of the ciipitol building 
commis-iion in a brief address turned tho 
building over to the governor at tho 
same lime handing him a gold key. 


Oov. I'cmn packer acci-ptcd the build- 


ing on behalf uf the people. 


When he coi.eluded the governor in-

PROBLEMS OF THE PRESENT. 


The president in opening hi* speech 


paid a great tribute to Pennsylvania as 
u historic ground mid then led up to the 
present. He said ill part: 


The study of die great deeds of the 


past is of chief avail in so far ns it in- 
cites- us to grapple resolutely mid effect- 
ively with the problems of the present. 
AVeVe not now menaced by-foreign war. 
Our union 
is 
firmly established. But 


each.generation hus its special and ser- 
ious difficulties; n«il we of this genera- 
tion have to struggle with evils spring- 
ing from the very material success of 
which we arc so "proud, from the very 
growth and prosperity of which, with 
justice, we boast. 


SELF1 GREATNESS FIRST. 


Some of these evils can be grappled 


With by private effort only; for we nev- 
er CHII afford to forget that in the last 
analysis the chief-factor in personal suc- 
cess,' and indeed in national greatness, 
must be the sturdy, self-reliant charac- 
ter of the individual citizen. Hut mrny 
of these evils nrc of such a nature that 
no private effort cnn tivnil against them. 
These evils, therefore, must be grappled 
with by governmental action. In some 
cases this- governmental action must be 
exercised by the sevaral states individu- 
ally. In yet others it'has become in- 
creasingly* evident that no efficient state 
awtion is possible, and that we need thru 
pxeeutive action, 
thru legislation, and 


thru judicial interpretation 
and 
eon- 


btruction of law, to increase the power 
of tho federal government, 


RESOURCEFULNESS OF WEALTH. 
If we fail thus to increase it, we show 


our impotence and leave ourselves at tho 
mercy of those ingenious legal advisers 
of the holders of vast corporate wealth. 
who, 
in the performance of what they 


regard as their duty, and to servo the 
pnds of their clients, invoke the law at 
one' time for the confounding of their 
rivals, and at another time strive for 
the nullification of the law, in order that 
they themselvps mny be left free to work 
their unbridled will on these same riv- 
als, or on those who labor for them, or 


\on the general public. In the exercise 


of their'profession and in the service of 
their clients these astute lawyers strive 
to prevent the passage of efficient laws 
and strive to secure judicial determina- 
tions of those that pass which shall 
emasculate them. 


SOME ARTIFICES EMPLOYED. 


They do not invoke the constitution in 


order to compel the due observance of 
law alike by rich and poor, by great nml 
small; on *''<•• contrary, they (ire cease- 
lessly oil the wuteh to cry out that the 
constitution is violated whenever nny 
effort is mads to invoke the aid of the 
national government, 
whether for the 


efficient regulation of riiilronds, for the 
efficient supervision oE great corpora- 
tions, or for efficiently securing obed- 
icnce to such a law.us the national 
eight hour law and similar so-called la- 
bor statutes." 


CONSTITUTION AS A SHIELD. 


' Tie doctrine they preach would make 


the constitution'merely the shield of in- 
competence nnd the excuse for govern- 
mental pnrulysis; they treat it as a justi- 
fication for refusing to attempt the rem- 
edy of evil, instead of as.the source of 
vital power necessnry for the existence 
of a mighty and ever-growing nation. 


MUST LOOK'TO STATES. 


Strong nationalist tho I am, and firm 


tho my belief is that tlicre must be a 
wide extension of tin; power of the mi-: 
tiomil government to deal with ques- 
tions of this kind, 1 freely admit that_as 
regards many matters. o£ first-rate im- 
portance we must rely purely upon the 
states for the betterment of present con- 
dition*. The 
several .states . must 
do 


their duty or our citizenship,can never, 
be put on a proper plane.

PRAISES, PENNSYLVANIA.'- 
' : 


Tho 
president 
here 
congratulated 


Pennsylvania upon its legislature 'and its 
record and praised the enactment Of leg- 
islation prohibiting the soliciting or re- 
ceiving of political assessments; the pro- 
hibiting the officers of any corporation 
ii-om making a contribution of the mon- 
ey of that corporation to any candidate 
or any political committee for the pay- 
ment of any election expenses whatever. 
The president also urged that adequate 
child labor laws be piissed and expressed 
ilic hope that congress would do what 
it coukl in the mutter, saying the state 
legislatures must do tho most. 


TRIBUTE TO WILSON. 


At this point the president paid 
a 


glowing tribute to Justice James Wilson, 
whom he called one of Pennsylvania's 
greatest sous. His services during the 
revolutionary war and in the constitu- 
Ikmal convention were highly praised, 
\i was- he who advocated action by the 
national government .when the need was 
to be met, when the states could not for 
some reason act. 


SHOULD EMULATE ^VILSON. . 


The president then continued: 
. 


Many legislative actions and many ju- 


dicial decisions 
which" 1 am 
confident, 


time will show to liuve been erroneous 
and a damage to the country would have 
been avoided if our legislators and jur- 
ists had approached the mutter of ennct-- 
ing and construing the laws- of the land 
in" the spirit of your .great Penns-lyvan-. 
inn. Justice Wilson—in the spirit of Mar- 
shall and of Washington. Such decis- 
ions put us nt n grout disadvantage in 
the battle for industrial order as against 
the present industrial chaos. 


STATES ARE POWERLESS. 


The !e"islative or judicial actions and 


deciaions'of which I complain, be it re- 
membered, do not- really leave to tho 
states 
power 
to deal with 
corporate 


wealth in business. Actual experience 
has shown that the states are wholly 
powerless to deal with this subject; and 
liny action or decision that deprives tho 
nation of the power to deal with it, sim- 
ply results in leaving the corporations 
absolutely free to work without nny ef- 
fective supervision whatever; and such 
a course is 
u uul...-,c ..-> fraught with untold danger 
to the future of pur whole system of 
.overnment, and, iudeed, to our whole 
•ivili/ation. 


ADEQUATE SUPERVISION. 


All honest men must abhor and repro- 


bate any effort to excite hostility to 
men of wealth as such. We should dp 
all we can to encourage thrift and busi- 
ness energy, to put a premium upon the 
conduct of the man who honestly earns 
his livelihood mid more than his liveli- 
hood and who honestly uses the money 
l,e has earned. But it is our clear duty 
to see, in the interest of the people, 
that there is adequate supervision ami 
control over the business use 
of 
tlio 


swollen fortunes of todiiy, and also wise- 
ly 
to determine the conditions upon 


which these fortunes are to be trans- 
mitted and the percentage that they 
shall miv to the government whose pro- 
tecting arm alone enables them to cx- 
i*t. Only the nation cnn do tins work. 
To relegate it to the states is a farce, 
and 
is simply another way of saying 


that it shall not be done nt nil. 


MUST AVOID DEMAGOC1SM. 


The national legislators should most 


scrupulously avoid a-ny demagogic legis- 
lation about tin- business use of this 
wealth, and 'should realize that it would 
be better to have no legislation ut nil 
than legislation couched either in a vin- 
dictive spirit of hatred tpwerd men of 
wealth or else drawn with the reckle=s- 
ncss of imprnci icnblc visionaries. But, 
on ' the other hand, it shall anil must 
ultimately be understood thnt the United 
States government, on behalf of the peo- 
ple of the United States, has and is to 
exercise the power sf supervision and 
control over 'the business use of this 


wealth—in the first place, over all the 
work of the common carriers of the na- 
tion, and in the, next place over the 
'work of all the great corporations which 
directly or indirectly uo any interstate 
business whatever—and this includes al- 
most all of the great corporations. 


TRIBUTE TO liNOX. 


During the last few years the nation- 


al 
government has taken ' very 
_long 


strides in the direction of exercising' and 
securing this adequate control over the 
great corporations, and it .-was under 
the leadership of one of the most honor- 
ed public men in tfur country, one of 
Pennsylvania's most eminent sona—the 
present senator, and then Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox—that the new departure:was 
begun. 


ANTIDOTES TO ANARCHY. 


Many of the greatest financiers of this 


country were certain .that Mr. Knox's 
Northern Securities suit, if won, would 
plunge us into the worst panic we had 
ever seen. They denounced as incitement 
to anarchy, as an apology for socialism, 
the advocacy of policies that either have 
now become law or are in fair way of 
becoming law; and yet'these same.poli- 
cies, so far from representing cither an- 
archy or socialism, were in reality the 
antidotes to anarchy, the antidotes to 
socialism. To exercise a constantly^ in- 
creasing and constantly more efficient 
supervision and control over the great 
common carriers of the country prevents 
all necessity for seriously considering 
such a project as the government own- 
ership of railroads—a policy which would 
be evil in its results from every stand- 
point.' 
. • , 


SHOULD EXTEND TO ALL. '.''• > '• 


A similar extension of .the national 


power to oversee and secure correct; bc-- 
hayior in the management of all greift 
corporations engaged in interstate busi- 
ness will in similar fashion render; far 
•more stable the present system .by doing! 
away with those grave abuses which: are' 
iidt 'only evil in themselves but are also 
U-ii'because they furnish-nil-excuse-for 
agitators to inflame well-meaning people 
against all. forms ofi property, and1 to 
commit the country t.o 'schemes of wild, 
would-be remedy which.1 Would work in- 
finitely more harm than the disease it- 
self. Tho government ought not to con- 
duct thu business of the country; but 
it ought to regulate it so that it shall 
be conducted in the interest of, the pub- 
lic. 


REFORMATION TO PROCEED. 


We have actually accomplished much. 


But we have not accomplished all, nor 
anything like nil that we feel must be 
accomplished. We .shall not halt; we 
shall steadily follow the past we have 
manved -out, executing the laws we have 
succeeded 'in putting uj>on_ the statute 
books with absolute impartiality as be- 
tween man and man, and unresting in 
our ciidenvor to strengthen .and supple- 
ment these by further laws which shall 
enable us in more efficient and inorc sum- 
mary fashion to achieve the ends we 
have in view. 


CONGRESS AND THE COURTS. 


The president then took up the work 


of congress the past few years, saying 
the department of justice was r.o less 
important than the legislation enacted. 
H.oisnid scores of snits'had'been institiW 
cd and- carried through-"Successfully ith'd' 
in some cases the chief offenders ha*™ 
been imprisoned.

• RIGHT KIND OF CIVILIZATION.1^ ' 
It behooves as •••Aiiie'ricn.ns' to 
look 


ahead and plan out,the;right Uind.of^a 
civilization. It niust Vot-.hc, it shall n_pt 
be, the civilization' of ft'-mere plutocracy, 
a banking-house, •. •Wall;Street-syndicfite1' 
civilization; nor .yet. can. there bc-.subx' 
mission to class hatred, to rancor, bru- 
tality, nnd mob violence,'for that would 
mean the end of all civilization. 


We need to check the forces of greed, 


to insure just.treatment alike of capital 
nnd labor, and of the- general public, to 
prevent any man, rich or poor, from dp- 
ing or receiving wrong, 
whether 
this 


wrong be one of cunning or of violence. 
Much can be done by wire legislation 
and by resolute enforcement of the law. 
But still more must be done by steady 
training of the individual citizen, in con- 
science aud character, until he grows to 
abhor corruption and greed and tyranny 
nnd brutality and to prize justice and 
fair dealing.

For a few miles, 
through the north side of Chicago, gUfi- 
ceeding the parks and boulevards,'Sheri- 
dan; road1 is maintained in places in good 
condition. 
At the turn in Edge-water 


and jaround Cavalry cemetery the nat- 
ural '. dirt rosd is left to the elements1 


'and when it rains it is -mud and wlieu 
dry .it-is nothing but dust.

^-G'OOD ROADS IN SPOTS. ~~~^ 


Through Evanston, Glencoc, with'its 


bumps 'and detour by the railroad, W is 
good in placet). The macadam contmues 
to Fort Sheridan, Lake Forest and Lake 
Blutl'. From that point until within a 
few miles of Milwaukee the 
road 
is 


nothing. Wankcgan hns kept up a few 
miles within its limits. Zion.City has 
Sheridan road in name for its principal 
street, but it is 'name only, for there is 
no evidence of improvements. 


WORST TO BE FOUND. 


A short distance nbove Zion City and 


about twelve riiiles into Kenosha are the 
worst roads.-to .Ue--£ound anywhere in 
the country., ••An-.oleetric'lfiilway' on1 one 
side of the road hns pre-empted as much 
ns desired and increased its holdings by 
placing psles where the sidewalk should 
be. 
A telephone company hiis usurped 


the other side. 
Between the two less 


thnn half a road remains for the people. 


The naturally bad road of sand is 


made worse by the wrong method of 
dumping rubbish. This cause?- traffic to 
swerve to the side. Between Racine and 
Kenosha the roads nre better, but in 
some places yet 
unimproved. Through 


Tiacine .better streets could not be de- 
Sired and-also to the city limits and 
several -miles beyond.. South Milwaukee,, 
hnd CudaTiy are very well supplied, with, 
roads. 


Sizing irp the whole' trip nnd only 


twenty-five of the ninety miles between 
Chicago and Milwaukee is in good con- 
dition. "A united cITort-on the part-:-of 
the citizens living along the roads; in- 
their own location, would soon accom- 
plish the purpose. 


MASS MEETINGS PROPOSED. 


Nowhere in the United Slates is there 


such a good opportunity to have a good 
highway in such an ideal spot as this 
proposed Sheridan road, and it is the 
purpose to call mass meetings in all cit- 
ies during the coming winter, to dis- 
cuss the matter of improvement and if 
possible devise some scheme which will 
meet with the approvnl of farmers along 
the route, they having claimed all along 
that the cost of maciulnmfelng would tie 
more than tlicy could stand. If the cost 
can be equalized on a fnir basis, there ia 
every reason to believe thnt the drive 
can be completed and in such an event 
it will be the finest of its kind in the 
world.

These 
reports include the assessed valuation of 
all the assessed property in the county, 
also the true value. They show that the 
assessed value of the county is $35,080,- 
000 and te true value is estimated at 
about $48,401,835. 


Assessments on some of the farm lands 


ore alleged to be way down and not any- 
where .near. their.-value', particularly ill 
the" towns of-.Mt. 'Pleasant and Burling- 
ton, but the other towns appear to be 
well up. It'is further-said that the city 
is low, the true value being shown to be 
.$23,000,000, while it is 'only assessed.lot 
a little oVcr $15,000,000. 


TO MAKE ASSESSMENT EQUAL. 
It is the object of Supervisor Drew to 
t'-the assessed values where they real- 


[y-'lelong. The scheme is to have two 
assessors'ia; the city,1'.with a first class 
-tbixd^man, well posted on what property, 
is-rworth,- to make, a thorough canvass 
-of-ihe:C.ity, investigate every single piece 
of property and assess it at its true val- 
ue and in the county-that assessors pro- 
Tided by law do the same thing. 


'Then -they can get together and: cut 


tne'•' assessment down to any per cent 
that'is'deemed necessary, but with the 
real value assessment in hand there will 
always be a good and honest'basis to as- 
sess on.

BEER FOLLOWS THE FLAG 


Mllwankne Scndn !,«• Amber Fluid Since 


Troop* Loft FblllpplDeH. 


MILWAUKEE, Oct. 4.—Statistics re- 


ceived here show that since the steady 
withdrawal of troops from the Philip- 
pines the sale of beer in the islands has 
dropped ofl' 50 per cent. During the per- 
ird of occupation more beer was sent to 
Manila than to any other point in the 
world. 
On the other hand, sales have 


greatly increased in Panama since the 
occupation of that territory by the-Am- 
ericans. 
The exports of "beer to other 


parts of the world outside of-Milwaukee 
in the first nine months of this" year 
amounted to nearly $500,000, 728 cars 
being used for the'shipment*. This is 
nn increase over last'year for the samo 
period of $77,000."

NINETY FAMILIES 


FLEE FROM FLAMES 


Three Firemen 
Injured and 


Millions of Property Threat- 


ened by Blaze in New 


York City. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Ninety families 


were driven from their homes, three fire- 
men were injured, property valued at 
lf50,000 was destroyed and surrounding 
property valued at millions was serious- 
ly threatened by a fire which started 
early today in the heart of the leather 
district. This s-pot, bounded by Frank- 
fort, William, Gold and Spruce streets 
is regarded ns the center of one of the 
most dangerous fire zones in the city. 
The flames were controlled and extin- 
guished on]}- after three hours of the 
hardest kind of work. One of the build- 
ings which was threatened by the lire 
was St. Gregory's hospital and for a 
time the officials of the institution had 
their hands full in caring for the excited 
patients under their charge. 


EXIT OF HUNDREDS. 


The fire started in a four tstoi-y build- 


ing in Frnnkfort street occupied by De-

Gor«mment B«cln» FroblDZ of Publica- 


tions FJnJoylnc One Cent Bute. 


WASHINGTON", Oct. 4—The United 


States postnl commission has begun an 
investigation of the alleged 
violations 


of the law by publications which illegal- 
ly enjoy, the 1 cent postage rate. Third 
Assistant Postmaster General Edward C. 
Mndden said the deficit in postal receipts 
la-st ycnr was more 
than 
?14,000,000, 


most of which is directly chargeable to 
publications twit have unlawfully taken 
advantage of the low rate. f 
"The admittah'ce of magazines and oth- 
er ptibliccraohs to the low rate requires 
that each must have a bona fide sub- 
scription' list, and that eaeli subscription 
must be paid /or by the subscriber or a 
friend. Letters which the postoflice au- 
thorities sent out, said Mr. Madden, 
brought replies to the effect that the 
individual in a number of cases was re- 
ceiving the magazine witfiout paying for 
it. 
• 


Mr. Madden exhibited ninny publica- 


tions, which he said were called news- 
papers. Several of them were only 3x 
2% inches, having six pages. He also de- 
cln'rcd that, although six pages arc ex- 
cluded from the second class rate, many 
stories are printed in the Sunday papers 
from book form in weekly or daily in- 
stallments. • 


Many newspapers, Mr. Mndden said, 


ssuc1 supplements, such as calendars nnd 
the like, nil of which are not legally pro- 
vided for. In some industrial magazines 
full page samples of writing paper, wall- 
paper, and even woolen suitings are 'in'-:

••WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.r—The net-;<le- 
crenso'in the.pension-roll of the .United 
States for the fiscal year ended June'30 
amounted to 12,470, the largest decrease 
over known in the- history of the coun- 
try. 
These facts are brought out in the 


annual report of Commissioner of -Pen- 
sions AVarner, who expresses the opinion 
that there will be a still more marked 
decrease during the present year. 


During the year there were added to 


the roll 33,389 nc\v pensioners and 1,406 
restorations .and renewals, making a to- 
tal addition, of ,34,07ft, and increasing tha 
total pensioners to. 1,033,415. The num- 
ber of pensioners dropped 
was 47,4J4, 


leaving n total June 30 of 085,071. 


The maximum number of pensioners in

STATE AID FOR SCHOOLS 


Amount This Year is $1,662,- 


360 —Number of Those ot 


School Age is.785,000 


MADISON, Oct. 3.—The state aid lor 


the common schools of Wisconsin will be 
approximately $l,6B2,3(iO this year. This 
is an increase of $106.012 over that of 
last year. This state aid for schools is 
made up of the so-callled mill tax, the 
income on the common school trust fund, 
sale of certain state lands, fines for cer- 
tain penal offenses, receipts from sale 
of escheated estates, and $200,000 from 
the license fees or taxes paid by corpora- 
tions. 
' 
( 


The apportionment 
of the common, 


school fund is based on the number of 
persons between the ages of 4 and 20 
years, in the state, the aid for each dis- 
trict being determined by the number of 
such persons residing within its limits. 


SCHOOL GOERS INCREASE. 


Last year the number of persons, of 


school age in the state was 773,333, and 
this year it. is estimated at 785,000, an 
increase of 11,467. The per capita ap- 
portionment of state aid last year, bas: 
cd on the total number of persons of 
school age in the state was $2.012. Ii: 
is estimated that it wiU be $2.1176 this 
year. 


COUNTY TAXES TO BE SECURED. 
The state tax commissicn recently fix- 


ed the value of the general taxable prop- 
erty of the state at 
$2,124,800,000. A 


tax of seven-tenths of a mill on this 
would be $1,487,360. Of this amount 
$200,000 comes from the 
corporation 


fees,'leaving $1,287,360 to be raised by 
state tax, if one is levied. It has been 
figured but in the secretary of state's of- 
fice'that to raise $1,287,360 on a state 
valuation of $2,124,800,000, the rate must 
be' .C05"83x mills on the 
dollar. The 


amount of taxes .that Racine county will 
have to pay is $20,613, and Kenosha 
.county, $16,561..

THE PLANETARY SITUATION. 
Venus will again attain its greatest 


brilliancy on October 23, in the constel- 
lation Scorpio, and only a few degrees 
north of the .bright red star Antares, 


iihd'wiil then'set about half-past seven 
P M Saturn is now very finely in view 


by 


view nearly 'all night. Almost directly 
south of Saturn, near the horizon, is the 
first magnitude star Fomalhaut, which 
should not be confounded with it. Sat- 
urn's ring is now so near the same plane 
as that of the earth that it appears as 
n. streak of light projecting from either 
side of the planet. Saturn is consequent- 
ly nearor the earth than at any other 
time and more clearly in view from the 
earth. 
The earth moving faster in its 


orbit than Saturn gives the latter ap- 
pearance of moving backward, 'Tetrogat- 
ing" it is termed. It is just as if two 
(rains, one an express and the other a lo- 
cul, were moving in the same'direction. 
As the express passes the local the lat- 
ter appears to move backward; both, 
however, arc moving in the same direc- 
tion and nt their normal rate of speed. 
This is the interesting situation we have 
with Saturn at this time. Saturn began
